JURIST’S LIFE 
FULL OF ACTION 


Distinguished 
Military i 
Service Marked Career 
of Benson Dough 


A 
distinguished 
m ilitary 
and 
judicial service m arked the < areer 
of Federal Judge Bemoon W alker 
Hough, who died last night. 
Federal Judge 
for 
the southern 
district of Ohio since 1925, Judge 
Hough held the distinction of be­ 
ing Hie only jurist in the U nited 
S ates holding the rank of m ajor- 
general. 
H ’d Two Hobbies 
The jurist divided his work on 
the bench 
with 
two hobbies—a 
keen interest in 
anny 
life 
and 
baseball. 
Judge Hough was decorated for 
service during th? World war. 
He 
was a colonel in the famous R ain ­ 
bow division and was commissioned 
a m ajor general May 31. 1923. 
Bom in Delaware. O. 
M arch 3, 
1875, Judge Hough received a de­ 
gree from Ohio W esleyan univer­ 
sity and another from Ohio S tate 
university. 
He took an 
early 
interest 
in 
mill ary lire, enlisting in the Ohio 
national guard a t the age of 17 
Judge Hough rose raoidly in the 
national guard. 
In 1906. he was a 
lieutenant 
rolonel. 
Prom oted 
in 
January, 1916 to brigadier general, 
which carries with it the rank of 
a d ju ta n t general. 
He retired seven 
m onths later to enlist in the reg­ 
ular arm y. 
The ju ri't enlisted as a private 
on Julv 8. 1916. but was discharged 
the next day and im m ediately com ­ 
missioned a lieutenant eolen%.
